Says Visits Forbidden 
The senator, who was accompan- 


j ied to Palestine by Senators Dan- 


iel O. Hastings of Delaware and 
Warren, R, Austin of Vermont, re- 
vealed that he and his colleagues 
were forbidden to go to the Jewish 
settlements, while barbed wire bar- 
ricades closed the streets at night, 


Senator Copeland stated that 
England now has 32,000 soldiers 


equipped with tanks, airplanes and 
machine guns in that part of Pales- 
tine west of the Jordan River. 
There in a district, half the size of 
Ohio, and with a population of 
about 1,000,000, the English have 
shown themselves incapable of 
coping .with terrorists who num- 
ber, the senator insisted, less than 
1,000, 

The senator absolved the Eng- 
lish troops in Palestine for inabili- 
ty to bring peace to the land plac- 
ing the blame squarely on Eng- 
land’s policy “if it has one.” Noth- 
ing, he said, can be done without 
direct instructions from London. 
Predicament “Terrible” 


“As a result of this, the supine- 
ness, the apparent helplessness, 
the utter inefficiency of officialdom 
in Palestine is beyond relief, Stern 
measures and instant attention to 
lawlessness would long since have 
accomplished outward peace in 
2alestine.”’ 

The senator stated that hiss sym- 
pathies go out to Palestine High 
Commissioner Sir Arthur Wau- 
chope who “is in a terrible predic- 
ament because, in the language of 
the street, he must take it on the 
chin for the lack of decision or de- 
liberate planning of his superiors.” 

Senator Copeland further charg- 
es that Palestine is being used by 


England as a pawn in its Far- 
Eastern policy, “It is not difficult 
to believe,” he said, “that Great 
Britain thought at least twice of 
he Suez and India for every 
thought she gave to the poor Jews 


in the Holy Land.”

LIFE AFTER DEATH 

The belief in immortality of the 
soul has been a recognized funda- 
mental dogma of Jtidaism ever 
since the subject became a matter 
of controversy between the Phart- 
sees, who believed in immortality, 
and the Sadducees. who denied it. 
This controversy arose more than 
two thousand years ago. 

The doctrine of immortality was 
further elucidated in' Jewish tradi- 
tion by the rabbis of the Talmud, 
and in later times by Maimonides, 
who devotes considerable space to 
it, both ‘tn his “Code of Jewish 
Law” and in his “Guide for the 
Perplexed,” and included the doc- 
trine in his enumeration of the 
thirteen fundamental principles of 
Judaism, These principles of Mai- 
monides have heen formulated into 
a poem which has become a part of 
the regu’ar Jewish ritual, 

In addition, the fundamental 
prayer of the Jews, recited by the 
observant three times each day 
and called the Amidah, contains in 
its second benediction the praise of 
God, as the One who resurrects the 
dead. It is said that this benedie. 
tion was placed early in the prayer 
so as to prevent anyone who did 
net believe in immortality from 
leading public service.
